the town band and taught himself to play the drum by 
mail-order lessons. 

Mr. Skidmore came to Mattapoisett in 1899, after 
living for a short time in New Bedford where he learned 
the barber trade. He set up his first barber shop in the old 
Purrington Hall, the second location was upstairs in Abbe 
and Griffin Store. He then moved to the back of the Post 
Office — all locations within a block of each other on 
Water Street. His fourth and last move was to Church 
Street, next to Center School. He stayed there until his 
death, at which time Albert Morgado bought the shop. 
Mr. Morgado ran the barber shop until his death. In the 
1980s, Jodi Ennis Bauer took over the barber shop and 
operates it today. 

Mr. Skidmore lived in his shop at first, cooking 
his own meals, washing his clothes and sleeping on a cot 
in the back and doing everything he could for his fellow 
man. He married and bought a home on Pine Island 
Road, the second house on the left coming in from Marion 
Road. Although he never had children of his own, he 
delighted in working with and for them in their activities 
and interests. 

The bicycle field days were started through his 
efforts and he coached minstrel shows to benefit town 
affairs. In honor of his fifty years of service to the town 
the Student Council at Center School presented a surprise 
program. He was sent for, presumably to start the assem- 
bly with his drum. He was presented with a framed

picture of himself as a token of appreciation from the 
school for his generous involvement in community affairs. 

Before World War I he organized the Cornet Band 
and before World War II he organized the Hobo Band. 
With his tall, box-shaped red, white and blue hat, flag 
unfurled and rolling drum, he could be seen with a 
sandwich-type sign board reading: "Did you send him a 
letter today?'' or "He's fighting for you and me. God save 
America." 

Generations of Mattapoisett families visited his 
one-chair shop and mellowed under the therapy, philoso- 
phy, and sunny smile of its owner. The Boston Globe did a 
feature article saying, "He was as American as apple pie 
and ice cream, as Saturday afternoon movies for the kids 
and as ham and eggs.

transportation contracts. This will enable the ORR School 
District to go ahead and expend ... money that already 
exists, it won't have any impact on your taxes." 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Carver-Marion- 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMW) 
Executive Director Ray Pickles and President Albert 
Richards to discuss a new proposal for a district transfer 
station in Marion. 

According to Mr. Pickles, Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) requirements will prohibit them 
from operating the transfer station as it did in the past. 

"When, and if, the district ever opens the transfer 
station again, the operation will be quite different than it 
was before," Mr. Pickles said. "Originally we had three 
trailers and there (was) no compacting plant. Now we 
won't be using the trailers. We're in the process of apply- 
ing for the modifications (with the DEP). The (original) 
cost would be about $500,000 — we believe we can build 
this (modified) transfer station for about $200,000. This 
would allow us to operate within the confines of the DEP 
requirements ... (and) do exactly the same thing." 

Lastly, Mr. Pickles wanted to know when the 
CMW District could expect to have the deed for the future 
transfer station property in-hand so they could begin 
work at the site. 

"I wonder if the district could get a letter from the 
town saying they are committed to turning the property 
over to (us) so we can begin work on the site," Mr. Pickles 
suggested. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to draft a 
letter to that effect, reaffirming the vote taken at Town 
Meeting. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Eivind Strand, 
Chairman of the Marine Resource Commission (MRC), 
and Harbormaster Charles Bradley regarding a recom- 
mended increase in harbor fees. In order to meet the

direct and indirect costs related to the operation of Marion 
Harbor, they are proposing to increase the per-foot rate 
for boats moored in the harbor from $2 per foot to $4 per 
foot for both residents and non-residents, and also hike 
the fee for boat slips at Old Landing from $50 to $75 each. 

Mr. Bradley added that these rates would be in 
addition to mooring fees of $50 for residents and $225 for 
non-residents (which includes a $100 parking fee not 
assessed to residents). 

"I feel weVe been able to negotiate a fair in- 
crease,'' Mr. Bradley said. "I feel we're very much in the 
middle of (other town) rates." 

Selectman Henry questioned whether non- 
residents shouldn't bear more of the burden given that 
residents already pay town taxes which support the 
harbor. "I wouldn't want non-residents to be seen as 
getting things for free," he said. 

"There already is a different rate structure for 
residents and non-residents, but I think the goal of the 
MRC here was to do this quickly, and I think they did," 
Mr. Dolan said. 

Chairman Pierce also asked if there would be an

opportunity for public input on this increase, as per the 
board's past precedent, since the fee users will be directly 
affected by the hike. 

In this case. Selectman Jeffrey "strongly dis- 
agreed'' with putting off a decision given the pending 
Special Town Meeting. 

"There is a shortfall, we weren't aware of it 
before," Selectman Jeffrey said. "We delegated the MRC 
and Harbormaster to look into this (and) they've given us 
a legitimate recommendation. I feel very comfortable 
accepting their recommendation." 

"We're facing a Special Town Meeting where 
we're anticipating the need for a new harbor patrol boat," 
Mr. Dolan agreed. "It would be nice to say that the 
revenues from this department are sufficient to cover their 
expenses." 

"I think there is a feeling that the town has been 
underwriting the (operations) of the harbor," Chairman 
Pierce said. 

"Since the non-residents share and share alike in 
the (resource), they should pick up the shortfall, too," 
Selectman Henry said. "A mooring fee increase should be 
an across-the-board increase." 

"The courts have agreed that non-residents can 
pay a higher fee because residents are taxpayers," Mr. 
Bradley said. "But I feel at the current time, the $2 in- 
crease and other adjustments we're making will more 
than cover our debt for the foreseeable future." 

"I'm concerned because at the last meeting, the 
outcome was to approve the boat article with the condi- 
tion that the MRC enact fee changes to cover their ex- 
penses, including the boat," Mr. Dolan said. "The MRC 
responded by having a series of meetings ... they really 
rose to the challenge in a responsible manner. There's no 
question there are other ways to do this — but we didn't 
give them a mission statement or provide them with

parameters for making (another) recommendation." 

"I don't know if that's something we want to 
endorse without having the input of those who are going 
to be paying the fees," Chairman Pierce said. "A vote 
taken this evening, upon a recommendation of the MRC, 
still bypasses the constituency that's going to bear the 
brunt of this increase. It's a very one-way process without 
some type of feedback." 

But Selectman Jeffrey admitted he misunderstood 
that the $2 per foot hike was going to be applied to all 
boaters — both residents and non-residents alike. Once 
this was clarified, he agreed to endorse the recommended 
changes. With that, the board approved the rate increases 
via majority vote, 2 to 1, with Chairman Pierce in sole 
opposition. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Approved a request from the Marion Business 
Community Association (MBCA) to close off the follow- 
ing streets on Sunday, December 12 from 3:00 to 6:00 pm 
for the Tenth Annual Christmas Stroll: Front Street, from 
South Street to Holmes Lane; Main Street, from School

Mr. Huntoon also informed the board that the 
Bristol County Agricultural High School ("Bristol Aggie") 
will be presenting their Fall Show on October 22 - 24, and 
they might want to attend to see student exhibits includ- 
ing animal shows, landscape designs, floral exhibits, 
arboriculture, ag and diesel mechanic exhibits, and 
natural history museum tours.

Selectman Morse said the ACOs do have badges 
provided to them upon being sworn in, but barn inspec- 
tions are done under the auspices of the state, not the 
Town of Rochester.

"My farm hasn't been inspected yet — period,"

To the Editor: 

I want to encourage everyone who is concerned about 
protecting the quaUty of the pubHc water supply in Mattapoisett 
to vote on Article 21 at the Special Town Meeting on Monday, 
October 25. 

Article 21 would authorize the town to contribute 
$50,000 toward the $850,000 needed to purchase a conservation 
restriction (CR) to be held jointly by the Rochester Conservation 
Commission and the Wildlands Trust of Southeastern Massachu- 
setts. This CR will permanently protect 164 acres of land, all 
within the zone II watershed area, and is part of a larger project 
protecting 430 acres in Rochester and Mattapoisett at a cost of $ 
1.5 million. This land in Rochester, with over 4,000 feet of river 
and stream frontage with both upland and wetlands, provides a 
living filter for the water entering the Mattapoisett River 
Aquifer, the source of our drinking water. If this land were 
allowed to be developed, the runoff from lawns, roads, drive- 
ways and septic systems, and the reduced filtering from the 
forest floor and wetlands would have a direct impact on the 
quality of the water in the aquifer — our drinking water. 

The other towns in the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Authority recognize the importance of protecting this land and 
have each committed funds to the project: Marion and Fairhaven 
$50,000 each; while Rochester has committed $125,000 with an 
additional $10,000 from their Conservation Commission. The 
state and other interested non-profits and individuals have 
contributed, but we still need $210,000 to complete the deal, 
$50,000 of which we are asking the Town of Mattapoisett to 
contribute, an amount equal to only $15.35 for the average single 
family home and only 3 percent of the larger project costs. 

Finally, I would like to remind the citizens of 
Mattapoisett that this project is entirely consistent and support- 
ive of the goals expressed in the Master Plan of 2000 and the 
Open Space Plan of 1998. To quote the Master Plan: ''The

more than 20 hours conducting hands-on lab work and 
field research in the forests, ponds, and estuaries of Cape 
Cod. In addition to taking courses in terrestrial and 
aquatic ecosystems science, Ms. Sampson, an Environ- 
mental Studies major, is participating in a science writing 
seminar designed to illustrate how the results of scientific 
investigations can be transmitted to the public. 

During the last five weeks of the semester, Ms. 
Sampson will conduct an independent research project 
and work with a mentor from the Ecosystems Center to 
collect and analyze data and produce a final paper. She 
will report her research findings to the Woods Hole 
scientific community at a public symposium on December 
17. 

The SES program is open to students enrolled at 
one of the 60 colleges participating in the MBL Consor- 
tium in Environmental Science.

criticar' said Chairman Stu Richardson. "It has allowed us 
to develop the comprehensive Marion Affordable Hous- 
ing Plan which has been approved by the Board of 
Selectmen." 

At the upcoming October Town Meeting, resi- 
dents will be asked to vote in favor of establishing an 
Affordable Housing Trust Fund, which is part of that 
plan. This fund has no cost implications to the taxpayer. It 
is, however, a crucial next step. In fact, many communities 
across the Commonwealth have an Affordable Housing 
Trust Fund. Establishing one requires approval of the 
Legislature, but this should not be difficult since a hous- 
ing trust fund is now fairly standard. 

Marion's Affordable Housing Trust Fund will be a 
non-profit, 501 C-3 organization with a three- to five- 
member volunteer board which will be appointed by and 
will report to the Selectmen. This fund will have control 
over the monies that will be used for all future Marion 
affordable housing projects such as The Marion Homes 
Program. The fund will be responsible for acquiring, 
holding and disposing of property and for developing 
new or rehabilitating existing dwelling units as required. 

"(If approved), this new measure will allow 
Marion to set up its Affordable Housing Trust Fund and 
insure that Marion stays on track with its plans to meet 
the State's 40B Subsidized Housing Inventory (SHI) 
mandate of 10 percent," said Mr. Richardson. "We have to 
add affordable housing units at the rate of .75 percent of 
the total housing stock each year until we reach the 10

Team America: World Police, With the voices of Trey 
Parker, Matt Stone, and Kristen Miller. Directed by Trey 
^ Parker. Running time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Watching the free-swinging satire Team America: World Police, I 
was reminded of a bit by the late great comedian Bill Hicks: 

Vll show you politics in America, here it is right here: '7 think the 
pup-pet on the ri^ht shares my beliefs. " "I think the puppet on the left is more 
to my liking. " ' Hey, wait a minute, there's one guy in the middle holding 
up both puppets." 

Or, in this case, two guys — Trey Parker and Matt Stone, the 
ruthless iconoclasts behind South Park, who have now unleashed 
Team America upon a politics- weary world. The puppets here, of 
course, are literal: Thunderbirds-stjie marionettes manipulated by 
visible strings. At first, director Parker plays the puppets' jerky 
movements tor laughs, in much the same spirit as when Eric Cartman, 
in the previous Parker /Stone feature South Park: Bigger, Longer & 
Uncut, complained about the crudely animated Terrance and Phillip, 
and the movie cut to the four crudely animated boys waddling away. 
But it doesn't take long for us to suspend our disbelief, even during 
the now-legendary lovemaking scene between two Team America 
members. What are human actors in big-budget action movies but 
highly-paid puppets anyway, mouthing lines and moving from one 
over-the-top scene to another? 

Team America's biggest target turns out to be not terrorists or 
even politicians but actors. One actor in particular, up-and-coming 
Broadway star Gary Johnston (voice by Parker), is recruited by Team 
America to pose as a terrorist and find out, y'know, when the next 
terrorist attack is. Gary's teammates include Joe, a blonde quarter- 
back type; Lisa, who Imows how terrorists think; Sarah, an empath 
who goes around "sensing" how everyone is feeling; and Chris, a 
bitter martial-arts expert with a tragic backstory involving the cast of 
Cats. Presiding over everything is the gray-haired eminence 
Spottswoode, who has a rather unique way of demanding proof of 
loyalty from his cadre of freedom fighters. They're all pitted against 
Kim Jong II, who wants to level civilization but also has time for the 
poignant tune "I'm So Ronery." 

The movie is funny, sometimes uproarious, but doesn't hit the 
delirious heights of the South Park movie, one of the funniest com- 




edies of the '90s. It's closer to the hit-and-miss first feature by Parker, 
Cannibal: The Musical, and probably comes in second to 1997's 
Orgazmo, which began the long-standing feud between Parker and 
the MPAA (who objected to Team America's puppet-sex scene). 
Parker and Stone are all about flinging dirt at everyone, and Holly- 
wood liberals (Sean Perm, Tim Robbins, Michael Moore) get the 
worst of the pair's wrath here; they would probably do likewise for 
Hollywood conservatives who pose and expound on Republican 
talking points, if there were any besides Ron Silver (or Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, who's now more a politician than an actor any- 
way). I think Parker and Stone just can't resist tearing down anyone 
who sounds holier-than-thou; they do have a message here, but, 
typically, it's expressed in jock-filth terms that would make Howard 
Stern blush. 

Consciously structured like a Jerry Bruckheimer action flick 
{Pearl Harbor takes some lumps in a ballad called "Pearl Harbor 
Sucked and I Miss You"), Team America sports some true artistry in 
the form of the puppetry work by the Chiodo Brothers and the 
intricate set design by visual consultant David Rockwell. As usual, 
heart and soul have been poured into an enterprise that Parker and 
Stone want you to think they just knocked off after a night of smoking 
weed. It amuses me that probably the biggest star to appear in any 
Parker /Stone film is Ron Jeremy (in Orgazmo); after Team America, 
which thoroughly trounces the Hollywood elite, the duo shouldn't 
expect many actors to chomp at the bit to work with them. Nor, I 
think, do they care; in South Park and now Team America, Parker and 
Stone have resolved their disdain for actors by not hiring any. Their 
movies now play like goofs made by two guys in their basement, 
financed and released on Paramount's big dime. Billy Wilder once 
opined, "Actors: can't make movies with 'em, can't make movies 
without 'em," and I think he would've understood Team America.
